Donations « 
needed for 
bone marrow 
transplants

There is a critical need for people of 
ethnic backgrounds to donate bone 
marrow, said Mark Austin, a coordi- 
nator with the National Marrow 
Donor Program. 

Individuals with cancer have less 
than a five percent chance of recover- 
ing without a bone marrow transplant. 
Survival rates increase to a 50/50 
chance with the transplant procedure, 
said Austin. 

Seventy percent of all patients do 
not have a family member who 
matches their bone marrow type. 
Some of these patients have a one in a 
million chance of finding an accept- 
able donor because there are literally 
millions of different kinds of marrow, 
said Austin. 

He said that there is a much greater 
likelihood that donors with a shared 
ethnic background will have matching 
bone marrow. 

Students are excellent volunteers. 
“They are more healthy, and more 
enthusiastic,” he said. “The only 
challenge is that it’s difficult to keep 
up to date with where they move.” 

The donor program at LDS Hospital 
locally tests and retests potential 
donors to match a patient. Atstin 
helps to prepare donors through a 
three step process. 5 

Potential donors are first involved in 
an information session which explains 
the process of transplanting bone mar- 
row, said Austin. 

They are then given a physical exam 
with a separate physician to ensure 
that the donor is not at risk. 

Finally, the individual makes a com- 
mitment to donate. 

There is currently a waiting list for 
donors to be tested because of a lack 
of funds. 

Donors will be involved in a Class: 1 
anesthesia risk, which is the least. dan- 
gerous in operations. Austin said that 
one in every 100,000 people experi- 
ence complications at this level: 

Donors are usually sore and stiff for 
a few days after the operation because 
nerve endings are disturbed repeatedly 
throughout the procedure.

no rights anywhere.” 

The resolution of Hebron’s future 
could have implications for 
Jerusalem, also holy to both Jews and 
Muslims, and claimed as a capital by 
both Israel and the Palestinians.

Tahboub was apparently not 
expressing official policy, but his 
words express the feelings of many, if 
not most, Palestinians in Hebron. 

Shani Horowitz, 36, who grew up in 
New York City and moved to Hebron 
13 years ago, looks doubtful when 
asked if Jews and Palestinians could 
ever live together in Hebron.

Store charged in death of accused shoplifter 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. — A manslaughter charge was unsealed 
Tuesday against the Albertson’s Inc. supermarket chain in the death of a 
shoplifting suspect even though eight employees have been cleared of wrong- 
doing.

, Hinlinson said this week that BYU had received positive feedback from other universities 
‘who have adopted the Direct Loan Program, but that the university does not want to rush 
; into anything. He said BYU is waiting to see how Congress acts on the program. 
Finlinson also suggested that banks are redoubling efforts to offer students more loan 


Still, one would naturally question why it has taken BYU so long to decide what they 
should do about the new program. Is it only going to be viable when every other school in 
the nation has joined? BYU seems to pride itself in leading the nation educationally. Why 


Response to the new system by schools that have adopted it, including University of 
‘Idaho and University of Colorado in the West, has been overwhelmingly positive. Students 
love it because the process is simpler and easier to use, cutting back on the worry and stress 
that is often associated with the student loan process. Administrators at these colleges and 
‘universities have also found the process to be more user-friendly and have, for the most 
part, enthusiastically recommended it to other universities and colleges. 
_ No decision is risk-free. BYU does not necessarily need to adopt the new program but 
they should at least present the facts to the students who would use the program and ask for 
‘input. The majority of BYU students are not even aware that an alternate program exists 
‘and that they have a definitive option regarding student loans. 

The main benefit of direct loans is that students get to deal directly with the federal gov- 
ernment to obtain and repay their loans. This means the elimination of the middlemen from 
the process, thus reducing the complexity of the application as well as the time required for 


Clinton claims that by the year 2000 his direct loan program will save taxpayers $6.8 bil- 
lion through the elimination of reinsurance fees and other subsidies that the federal govern- 
meat is forced to pay to banks under the current system. 

The president has also proposed speeding up the institution of this program with every 
‘school converting to the program by 1998 rather than 2000. He says that as his acceleration 
proposals are accepted, savings could reach the $12 billion mark by 1998, equalling the 
‘amount of money that Republicans say they would save with their new rescission mea- 


However, the Republicans have refused to accept Clinton’s proposal. They have instead 
chosen to add Clinton’s Direct Loan Program to their educational chopping block.

It also called for equal participation 
of women in peace negotiations. 

Negotiators worked into the night 
trying to resolve remaining issues: 
equal inheritance rights for women, 
elimination of weapons of mass 
destruction, putting a monetary value 
on unpaid work such as keeping 
house, and financial resources to 
implement the platform. 


Getting to work 


Also unresolved was lahguage call- 
ing for an end to discrimination based 
on sexual preference. 

Delegates did find a solution to a 
thorny human rights description: they 
dropped the adjective “universal.” 

Irene Freudenschuss-Reichel, the 
Austrian head of the committee deal- 
ing with human rights, said this did 
not weaken the conference’s human 
rights commitment. 

At previous U.N. women’s confer- 
ences, there have been references to 
peace but always in the context of the 
Cold War. The Beijing platform is the 
first to seriously address the impact of 
armed conflict on women and suggest 
ways to advance peace. 

“During times of armed conflict and 
the collapse of communities, the role 
of women is crucial,” the newly 
approved text says. “They often work 
to preserve social order in the midst 
of armed and other conflicts.” 

Women have been raped by war vic- 
tors for centuries, bui rape is in the 
draft platform because of attacks on 
women in former Yugoslavia. 


The main working committee quick- 
ly approved a clause on parental 
rights that says a child’s right to infor- 
mation and privacy should be taken 
into account along with the responsi- 
bilities, rights and duties of parents. 

Conservative groups claim the 
wording denies parents control over 
their children. 

After a briefing Tuesday by the U.N. 
delegation, seven American women 
silently raised a banner saying: “U.S. 
delegation ignores pro-family U.S. 
women.” They were escorted out by 
U.N. guards. 

The conference is aiming for con- 
sensus, but the document is not legal- 
ly binding. It is expected to serve as a 
guide to governments. 

Fourteen delegations indicated in 
the working committees they will 
lodge reservations on abortion, sexual 
freedom or both. 

At Tuesday’s meeting of the main 
drafting committee, the Vatican, 
Guatemala, Malta and Syria said they 
will object to some parts of the plat- 
form.

Students in the program have several 
different methods to choose from to 
observe an instructor. They can 
become one of the students in the 
class and just take notes, Sorenson 
said.

Another method is to have the 


instructor leave for the last 15 minutes 
of class and have the observer inter- 
view the class. 

“They will ask the students, “What 
helps you learn?’ “What hinders your 
learning?’ and ‘What are your sugges- 
tions?’” Sorenson said. 

Then the observer will write up a 
report of the most common answers. 

“These reports are very important to 
faculty members,” she said. 

Some instructors have special 
observer methods in mind, such as 
interviewing past and current students 
and video or audio-taping their lec- 
tures.

Modern news editors conservative, 
losing public touch, says Y professor

Newspaper reporters and readers 
should be concerned about editors 
adopting a conservative, economically 
conscious approach to writing the 
news, a BYU professor of communi- 
cations said. His findings have been 
published in his new book “Gods 
Within the Machine: A History of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, 1923-1993.” 

‘After a nationwide search of histori- 
ans, Paul Alfred Pratte was selected to 
write a history of the ASNE. For five 
years, Pratte researched the society’s 
proceedings, publications and bul- 
léetins, and interviewed most of the 
living presidents of the society to 
write his new book. 

“The American newspaper editor is 
moving into the orbit of the publisher, 
becoming more conservative, more 
attuged to the causes of the money 
inferests, and in so doing has lost 
geome of the traditional touch that edi- 
rs have brought to the American 
qewspaper, * Pratte said. 

‘The traditional role of editors, Pratte 
fi included greater identification 

ith people who are out of the politi- 
gal spectrum and the financial circles. 

“Because of the changing status of 
the economics of the United States,

only profession in America, that’s 
protected by the Constitution,” he 
said. 

“In my opinion, they’re not really as 
diligent as they should be in carrying 
out the responsibilities which were 
given them by giving them a mandate 
under the First Amendment,” Pratte 
said. 

While the ASNE sponsored journal- 
ism’s first major ethics code and pro- 
moted the right-to-know legislation, 
Pratte said the organization needed 
“to be more pro-active than reactive.” 

Concerning the code of ethics, 
Pratte said, “It’s not unhelpful, but a 
code of words sitting on the wall that 
can’t be enforced has a questionable 
effect. Indeed, it may even bring dis- 
respect because of the fact that the 
words are on the wall — but so what 
if there’s no enforcement.” 

To make a difference, ASNE would 
need to change the organization of its 
society, he said. 

“The people who set the policy also 
have to run newspapers, so their focus 
is divided,” Pratte said. 

Without adequate staff, what a soci- 
ety may do is limited. “You’re only as 
good.as the staff, the committee mem- 
bers, and their dedication,” Pratte 
said. He is president of the American 
Journalism Historians Association. 

About 20 graduate students and stu- 
dents from Pratte’s history class 
helped in the process of writing 
Pratte’s book by researching and writ- 
ing papers on various aspects of the 
ASNE’s history.

“A lot of the players got intimidated 
by the threat of the owners that the 
season was going to end,” Kessler 
said. “The strategy the NBA carried 
out was effective.” 

“The players want to play basket- 
ball,” said Buck Williams of the 
Portland Trail Blazers, the president 
of the NBA union. “We believe we 
got a fair agreement.” 

In balloting on Aug. 30 and Sept. 7, 
players cast their votes in large num- 
bers — the heavy turnout believed to 
benefit the union. 

On Monday, Kessler sent a letter to 
Gourdine, saying his group is con- 
cerned Wednesday’s meeting and pos- 
sible vote “will be another rush to 
judgment that tries to avoid, instead 
of respect, the wishes of a majority of 
players.” 

“This would break the promise the 
union made ... that all players would 
get a chance to vote on any proposed 
deal,” Kessler wrote. 

Gourdine said the union’s constitu- 
tion provided for a ratification vote 
only by the player reps. 

“We do not consider this at all to be 
a rush to judgment,” he said. “The 
proposed collective bargaining agree- 
ment has been in the hands of the 
players since shortly after Aug. 8. We 
think there has been ample opportuni- 
ty for all of the players to have full 
and frank discussion of all of the 
terms of the proposed agreement.” 

After casting his vote last week, 
Jordan didn’t seem inclined to contin- 
ue his fight for dissolving the union if 
the players voted against it. 

“If (decertification) doesn’t carry, 
then the players have spoken their 
minds, and that’s all I ask,” Jordan 
said. “If the majority of players 
choose to accept this deal, I’m with 
them, I’m with the majority as long as 
two years down the road they can live 
with the repercussions of what this 
deal is going to give them.” 

Jordan and Ewing have been the 
most vocal proponents of decertifica- 
tion, arguing that players can get a 
more favorable labor agreement by 
dissolving the union and pursuing an 
antitrust lawsuit against the league. 

Despite Jordan’s conciliatory words, 
one agent says Kessler and other 
agents are certain to dispute the elec- 
tion results if decertification fails. 
Keith Glass, who represents 13 cur- 
rent NBA players, resigned last week 
from the agents group pushing for 
decertification, saying he was fed up 
with the propaganda coming from all 
three sides in the dispute.
